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Billy McElligott’s father was a rail- 
read man engaged in extending one of 
the systems through the far west up to 
Oregon, When Billy left school he said 
he would like to go out there and fit 
himself to manage a railroad.

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MARTYRS TO SCIENCE.

Dr. J. F. Hall-Edwards Sacrificed 

Both Havwis for X-Ray Work. 

There have been many heroic mar- 
tyrs of science, 

Stories without number could be 
told of men of all nations who have 
sacrificed their lives in the investi- 
gation of dread and unknown dis- 
eases, Yellow fever, sleeping sick- 
hess, artheax, typhoid, malaria spot- 
ted fever plague and cholera have all 
claimed their victims. 

Many have experimented with the 
X-rays, discovered comparatively re- 
cently, and have lost their lives in 
the search for wider knowledge of its 
powers, but notwithstanding the 


great danger attending such work, | 


men are still devoting their lives to 
research, 

One of the present day heroes is 
Dr. J. F. Hall-Edwards, 

As one of the pioneers of the use 
of the X-rays when the necessity for 
protecting the operator was unappre- 
ciated, he contracted the intensely 
painful disease known as X-ray der- 
matitis. Warts began to appear on 
his arms and hands, and gradually 
cancer of the skin developed, causing 
untold agony, and there is something 
terribly pathetic in the appeal which 
he made to the medical suggestions 
for means of relief from his suffer- 
ings. Amputation was the ultimate 
result. In 1908 this famous Birming- 
ham surgeon was granted a Civil List 
pension of $600 in recognition of ser- 
vices rendered to the country by the 
application of the X-rays to medicine 
and surgery. 

It is Dr. Hall-Edwards who has 
been experimenting with the method 
of using X-rays, recently discovered 
by a German scientist, by which ra- 
diographs of very thin substances, 
such as a sheet of paper, a leaf, or an 
insect’s body, were obtained. 

Briefly, the discovery is that by 
using what is known as low tubes, 
giving out “soft’’ rays, these thin 
substances, through which the rays 
used formerly to pass without leaving 
any impression, can now be radio- 


graphed. A few lines were written | 


on an ordinary sheet of paper with 
ordinary ink, and, without being 


| folded, the note was placed in an en- 


velope and sealed. Then a radio- 
graph was taken. On the negative it 
was easily possibly to read the words 
inscribed on the sheet o* paper. 

So admirably defined were all the 
details that ever the gum on the en- 
velope and the edges of the sheet of 
paper inside the envelope could te 
distinguished. 

X-ray photographs have also been 
secured of the internal structure of 
flowers, the arrangement of seeds in 
a pod, and the delicate lines of leaf 
formation. By viewing the object 
stereoscopically it is possible to see 
every detail standing out in relief. It 
is stated that such radiographs will 
be of great assistance to botanists. 

Entomologists w.ll find the method 
of even greater value, for it is now 
possible to radiograph insects. The 


necessity for dissection will be large- } 


ly done away with when the internal 
structure of insects has to be exom- 
ined. 


What Martial Law Means, 


The great Duke of Wellington 
voiced the clue to what has recently 
been happening in South Africa when 
he said: 

‘Martial law means no law at all, 
but the will of the general till the or- 
dinary law can be either established 
or restored.” 

Even in times of peace all civilians 
are in some senses subject to military 
law, inasmuch as for illegi'imate sa'e 
or wear of army uniforms or medals 
they could be proceeded against, to 
say nothing of their obligations un- 
der the Army Billeting Act. 

But under strict martial law a com- 
mander may order a curfew bell to 
ring, after which hour any inhabi- 
tants found with a light in his house 
or in the streets would be liable to 
arrest. Looters are shot on sight. 
Publicans and others hold their li- 
censes only subject to the whim of 
the military commander, and no one 
can either enter or leave a town or 


| attend a concert or meeting of any 


sort without 2 pass signed by the 
commander. This has to be produced 
to any officer or soldier who may call 
for it. If a civilian, found out after 
dark, is unable to give the counter- 
sign when challenged his arrest is a 
foregone conclusion. 

All shops, factories, etc., must be 
closed at a certain hour. Military 
guards supervise sales at all places 
where dangerous articles may be 
bought—such as chemists’ toolmak- 
ers’, and cutlery establishments. 


Foundation Stone Unearthed, 


An interesting relic has come to 
light in the course of the carrying 
out improvement schemes at East 
India Docks, London, This is the 
original foundation stone laid as far 
back as March 4, 1804. The docks 
were the outcome of the enterpri:e 
of the famous East India Company, 
The find was made accidentally, 
when the water was pumped out of 
the import dock, the stone, which has 
been submerged all these years, be- 
ing revealed at the base of one of 
the old quay walls. It is massive in 
character and in an excellent state 
of preservation. The inscription 
shows that the stone was laid by 
Mr. Joseph Huddart, F.R.S., and the 
names of the engineers, John Fennie 
and Ralph Walker, are added. 


Rhodes No Di te. 


Cecil Rhodes was not much ofa 
dresser, When Premier of Cape Col- 
ony, he usually wore a flannel suit 
which badly wanted cleaning and a 
dilapidated slouch hat. His success- 
or in office, Sir Gordon Sprigg, who 
wore a black frock coat even in the 
hottest weather, once made an effort 
to enforce the wearing of ‘“‘respect- 
able’ dark clothes in the Tape Parlia- 
ment.

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IS STARVATION AHEAD? 


| WORLD DUE TO RUN OUT OP 
SUPPLIES, SAYS SCIENTIST. 


Professor H. N. Dickson, of Edin 
burgh, Predicts That Before the 
End of the Present Century Food 

| and Coal Resources Will Be Ex- 

hausted If Science Does Not Find 
a Way Out. 


| Unless the nations of the world 
consider and solve the problem of 
food supply at once, humanity will 
be facing starvation before the end 
of the century. 


This is the opinion of H. N, Dick- 


son, professor of geography at Unf- 
| versity College, Edinburgh, and presi- 
dent of the Royal Meteorological So- 
, ciety. His conclusions regarding the 
world's food and coal supply are bas- 
| ed on a careful study of the subject. 
“The day of striking geographical 
| explorations passed with the finding 
of the earth’s two poles,” said Prof. 
Dickson in the course of an interview. 
“The future geographer will have as 
his field the vital question of supply- 
ing and distributing food and clothes 
to the world. 

“Civilized man is, or ought to be, 
beginning to realize that in reducing 
more and more of the surface of the 
earth available for agriculture to 
| what he considers a habitable condi- 
tion, he is making so much progress 
and making it so rapidly that the 
problem of finding suitable food for 
| his increasing numbers must become 
| urgent in a few generations. We are 

getting into the position of the mer- 
chant whose trade is constantly ex- 
panding and who foresees that his 
premises will shortly be too small for 
him. In our case removal to more 
| commodious premi:%s elsewhere 
seems impossible—-we are not likely 
to find a means of migrating to an- 
| other planet —- so we are driven to 
| consider means of rebuilding on the 
old site, and making the best of what 
| we have, that our business may not 
| suffer. 

“In 1898, Sir William Crookes pre- 
pared some valuable estimates of the 
| Worie’s supply of wheat. Upon these 
estimates he made a forecast of the 
| relations between the probable rates 
| of increase of supply and demand and 
concluded that ‘should all the wheat- 
erowing countries add to their (pro- 
ducing) area to the utmost capacity 
on the most careful calculation the 
yield wouid give us only an addition 
of some 100,000,000 acres, supplying, 
at the average world yield of 12.7 
bushels to the acre, 1,270,000,000 
bushels, just enough to supply the 
increase of population among bread 
eaters till the year 1931.’ Sir Wil- 
liam then added: ‘Thirty years is but 
a day in the life of a nation.’ 

‘Half the alloted span has now 
elapsed, and it may be useful to in- 
quire how things are going, Dr. J. F. 
Unstead has recently given us com- 
parisons for the decades 1881-90, 
1891-1900, and 1901-10. 

“Dr. Unstead shows that the total 
wheat harvest for the world may be 
estimated at 2,258 million bushels for 
| the first of these periods, 2,575 mifl- 
lion for the second, and 3,233 million 
for the third, increases of 14 per 
cent. and 23 per cent. respectively. 
He points out that the increases were 
due mainly to an increased acreage, 
the areas being 192, 211, and 242 
million acres, but also ‘to some ex- 
tent (about 8 per cent.) to an in- 
creased average yield per acre, for 
while in the first two periods this was 
twelve bushels, in the third period it 
rose to thirteen bushels per acre.’ 

“If we take the period 1891-1900, 
as nearly corresponding to Sir Wil- 
liam Crookes’ initial date, we find 
that the succeeding period shows an 
increase of 658 million bushels, or 
about half the estimated increase re- 
quired by 1931, and that attained 
chiefly by increased ac-eage. 

} “But signs are not wanting that in- 
crease in this way will not go on in- 
definitely. In the two later periods 
the percentage of total wheat produc- 
ed which was exported from the Unit- 
| ed States fell from 26 to 23, and only 
in the youngest of the new countries 
—-Canada, Australia, the Argentine— 
do we find large proportional in- 
| creases. Again, it is significant that 
in the United Kingdom, which is, and 
| always has been, the most sensitive 
of all wheat-producing countries to 
variations in the tioating supply, the 
rate of falling off of home production 
shows marked if irregular diminu- 
tion. 

j “Looking at it in another way we 
find that the total amount sent out 
by the great exporting countries aver- 
aged in 1881-90 295 million bushels, 
1891-1900 402 millions, i901-10 
632 millions. These quantities repre- 
sent respectively 13, 15.6 and 16.1 
per cent. of the total production, and 
it would appear that the percentage 
available for export from these re- 
gions is, for the time at least, ap- 
proaching its limit; in other words 
that only about one-sixih of the 
wheat produced is available from sur- 
pluses in the regions of production 
for making good deficiencies else 
where. 

“The production of wheat in North 
America may still, in all likelihood, 
be very largely increased by merely 
increasing the area under cultivation, 
and the reasoning which justifies this 
conclusion certainly holds good over 
large districts elsewhere. It is of 
course impossible in the present 
crude state of our knowledge of our 
own planet to form any accurate esti- 
mate of the area which may by the 
| use of suitable seeds or otherwise 
become available for extensive culti- 
vation. But I think it is clear that 
| the available proportion of the total 
| supply from ‘extensive’ sources has 
| reached, or almost reached, its maxi- 
mum, and that we must depend more 
and more upon intensive farming, 
with its greater demands for labor.”

GOTTON IN YARMOUTH |THE COST OF LIVING 


Canada’s Largest Duck Mill Situated 
In Far East—A Record of Expansion 


“The Canadian Textile Journal” of 
Montreal has an interesting account 
of the history and development of the 
big cotton company which has been 
situated in the Town of Yarmouth 
since 1883. Starting out in a small 
way in that year extensions were made 
in 1892, 1907 and again last year, 
In 1883 the total output was 6,000 
pounds per week of finished product. 
This has grown to-day to 75,000 pounds 
per week. 

The human element of this enor- 
mous plant is worth considerable 
study, Hundreds of well paid and 
seemingly contented employes are on 
the roll. Of course, if any one will 
take the trouble to talk to them in- 
dividually, he will find some kickers— 
some people will “kick” even in Hea- 
ven, if they happen to get there—but 
on the whole they are perfectly satis- 
fied with the mill and their employers. 
Quite a number of the employes have 
been there ever since the mill opened 
thirty years ago, and very many of 
the younger men and women, too, have 
spent practically all their working 
hours in that mill. The mill was 
floated on a bond issue, and quite 
a number of those working there are 
bondholders. In a ‘arge measure the 
mill is their mill, and its. prosperity 
is their prosperity. Probably this is 
one of the reasons why the manage- 
ment has never been vexed by labor 
problems, which are the bug-bear of 
many a mill situated less favorably. 

Inter-dependence of manufacturing 
industries is demonstrated by a glance 
at the list of purchasers of this com- 
pany’s product. It will be found that 
two of their largest individual ac- 
counts are the big implement com- 
panies of Toronto and Hamilton, who 
use large quantities of duck in their 
binders, Naturally those interested ia 
the Yarmouth mill do not regard the 
agitation for free agricultural imple- 
ments with any degree of favor as 
they know it will inevitably mean 
concessions in the shape of reductions 
in duties on materials purchased by 
the implement firms. As the duck 
mill is perhaps the backbone of Yar- 
mouth’s commercial life, it will be seen 
that considerable opposition will arise 
in this prosperous town to any pronosal 
to reduce the duty on implements 
which involves interference with 
the production of the cotton mill. At 
the present time the big implement 
companies have a protection of 17% 
per cent. on their binders, in which 
the duck is used, whereas the duty on 
duck is the same. 

Those who are dependent directly 
or indirectly on the prosperity of a 
big industry like that in Yarmouth 
for their livelihood realize fully the 
value of industrial development to the 
sommunity. No one in Yarmouth or 
the vicinity would favor reductions in 
the duties on duek which would cause 
a falling off in the preduction of the 
Yarmouth mill, and provide a mill in 
United States or England with more 
work, It is hard to see, however, how 
the Government can refuse to reduce 
the duty on duck if they materially 
reduce the duty on agricultural im- 


plements, % 


WESTERN PORK PACKING 


Several New Plants Projected For the 
Extension of the Industry 


In addition to the pork packing 
plants which have been established 
of recent years {n Calgary, Edmonton, 
and within the last year in Moose 
Jaw and Saskatoon, Kerrobert will 
sooon boast a good packing industry. 

The Dominion Abattoir Company, 
of London, Ontario, has just com- 
menced the erection of a pork pack- 
{ng plant there. The firm expects to 
use about three hundred hogs per 
week as soon as the plant begins 
operations. Farmers should give thei: 
support as it will mean much to them 
in future profits. 

It is gratifying to see that Eastern 
manufacturing firms are realizing the 
possibilities of development in Wes- 
tern Canada, and are not slow to em- 
bark their capital in branch plants 
in the West. Already twenty-five or 
more of the oldest and largest firms 
in thelr respective lines in Canada 
have opened up branch factories in 
the West, covering such lines as 
paints, oils, cement, flour, glass, me- 
tallic roofing, starch, cars, castings, 
pipe, metal beds and bedding, pork 
packing, etc. Thus in a few years 
the West has already seen tangible 
results from the stable trade policy 
Canada has followed” for. the last 
quarter of a century. As time pas- 
ses the West will more and more come 
to do its own manufacturing, particy- 
larly if the policy of requiring United 
States firms to manufacture their pro- 
duct in Canada in order to enjoy 
share of our market is adhered t 


IN THE UNITED STATES 


Still Increasing Steadily—The Under- 
wood Tariff Has Not Produced 
Promised Reductions 


It will be remembered that some 
radical advocates of the Underwood 
Teriff prophesied that, when it became 
law, the cost of living would fall like 
& parachute. 

Even the moderate adherents of the 
Underwood theories argued that lower- 
{ng the tariff would reduce to some 
extent the burden of securing the 
necessities of life, 

Is the Underwood Tariff producing 
this happy result? 

Bulletin 138, which is just being 
issued by the United States Bureau 
of Labor Statistics, at Washington, 
dealing with fifteen staple articles of 
food, shows that, when the price of 
each of these articles of food is con- 
sidered according to the average con- 
sumption in workingmen’s families, 
retail prices were on a higher level 
on October 15th, 1918, than at any 
other time during 
three years, 


above the average price for the ten- 
year neriod, 1890 to 1899; 7.9 per cent. 
above the price on October 15th, 1912, 
and 16.9 per cent. above the price on 
October 15th, 1911, 

This bulletin is one of the Bureau's 
regular series on retail prices. It 
shows actual prices for September and 
October, 1913, and September and 
October, 1912, and also summarizes 
retail prices for the period from 1890 
to October, 1913. 

Comparing retail prices on Octceber 
15th, 1913, with prices on the sama 
date in 1912, thirteen of the fifteen 
articles for which quotations are given 
advanced and two declined in price, 
Potatoes advanced 42.38 per cent.; 
eggs advanced 14.2 per cent.; round 
steak advanced 12.9 per cent.; ham 
advanced 10.6 per cent.; rib roast ad- 
vanced 8.8 per cent.; sirloin steax 
advanced 8.3 per cent.; bacon ad- 
vanced 8.2 per cent.; hens advanced 
7.5 per cent.; pork chops advanced 
6.3 per cent.; butter advanced 3.7 per 
per cent.; milk aévanced 2.7 per cent.; 
corn meal advanced 1.7 per cent., and 
lard advanced 1.0 per cent, Sugar de- 
clined 8.8 per cent., and flour declined 
2.6 per cent. 

As the Underwood Tariff went into 
effect on October 13th, 1913, it was 
operating only twelve days before the 
above Statistics*were~whken;-hence tt 
would be unreasonable to expect mark- 
ed results in so short a period. How- 
ever, the passage of the Act was prac- 
tically certain for months before it 
was finally approved; yet this certainty 
did not cause prices to be lowered, | 

This is a further proof of the old 
saying that “Trade laughs at Tariffs.” 
It would seem to indicate beyond a 
doubt that the increase in the cost 
of living cannot rightly be fastened 
to the system of protection, moderate 
or otherwise. United States has for 
over a generation been an example of 
what a policy of extreme protection 
can do to build up the country. 


CO-OPERATIVE WAGES 


Returns to Workers Very Low in 
England in Their Own Estab- 
lishments 
According to Professor Swanson, 
in an article on “Productive Coe- 
operation,” which has recently ap- 
peared in a Toronto periodical, the 
“Wholesale Societies in the British 
Co-operative Movement in 1910 em- 
ployed about 17,000 productive work- 
ers, paying them £920,000 or $4,- 
600,000 in wages. The Retail so- 
cileties employed 21,000 workers in 
production, and paid them wages, 
to the amount of £1,210,000 or 
$6,050,000. The associated workers, 
with 7.300 productive employes, paid 
£368,000 or $1,840,000 in wages. 
This works out for the three groups 
to £54 4s., or $270, £57 12s., or 
$285 and £50 8s., or $250 per work- 
er per annum, In the last class the 
worker is also given $7.50 as a 
bonus, making his annual wage 
equal to $258. These averages 
are certainly not ip excess of those 
paid by private employers. Socilal- 
istic critics are undoubtedly correct 
when they charge the system with 
making poorer returns to the em- 
ploye than does private industry. For 
example, the average earnings of the 
employes of the British railway 
amounted at the same period, to 
which the above figures refer, to 

£66, or $325 per worker.” 

It should be remembered of course 
that these are the wages that prevail 
under Free Trade in Great Britain, 
and while they would seem unjustly 
tow to a good Canadian mechanic there 
is no doubt that the relatively higher 
Canadian wages are explained to a 
great extent by the moderate protec-
